beginning with billions? The pertinency of these observations is 
connected with a subject which has been lately mooted, and 
the only argument against which has been derived from 
the doubt as to whence the necessary funds are to be derived 
The question is, whether a great metropolitan improvement is an 
imperial or.a-merely local one. That question—namely, the em- 
bankment of the Thames—is now fairly before Parliament and the 
public. It is a fact within every one’s personal experience that 
the streets of London are fast becoming impassable, It isa 
simple truth that it takes longer to get from London-bridge to the 
Great Western Railway than from London-bridge to Brighton, or 
than from the‘Great Western to Oxford. The relief of the traffic 
of the streets bas been the subject of all sorts of plans and 
theories, but among them none seems at once so desirable and so 
feasible as the embankment of the Thames. This matter has been 
under the consideration of Committees and Commissions from so 
early a period as 1824, but nothing bas resulted but the inevitable 
blue- books. 

At this moment the matter has assumed a more imme. 
diate and pressing importance. The Metropolitan Board of 
Works is about to construct its low-level sewer, the course of 
which is to run under the Strand and Fleet, threatening the 
foundations of Somerset House and St. Paul's Cathedral, 
besides stopping the traffic of these thoroughfares for two years, 
That body, we are informed, is not unwilling to return to a plan 
which was once sketched by their engineer and approved by the 
late Mr. Robert Stephenson for taking the sewer along the banks 
of the river; and, if the works were to be undertaken in con- 
junction with the embankment and the formation of a roadway, 
it is believed that a better outfall, less expense, and easier con- 
struction of the work would be the result. Something has been said 
about the rights of the wharfingers along the river banks, and the 
difficulties arising out of their vested interests and the propor; 
tionate compensation. But there is in the plan proposed a course 
pointed out by which the business of the wharfingers would not 
only be undisturbed, but the facilities for carrying it on greatly 
increased, and an ornamental character imparted to their locations, 
the knowledge of which circumstances has, we understand, quite 
won over the suffrages of that trade, and they are even prepared to 
contribute towards the realisation of the scheme. It is under- 
stood, also, that in the carrying out of the embankment a large 
quantity of land, amounting to more than thirty acres, will be 
reclaimed from the bed of the river which might be made available 
for building purposes. This would create a fund towards the pay- 
ment of the expenses of the undertaking, and ultimately go far to 
render it a profitable concern from a commercial point of view. 

The projects which are in contemplation by different railway 
companies for crossing the Thames with their lines ought to be 
considered with due reference to an embankment of the river, 
which has a natural and obvious connection with the ordering 
and disseminating of the traffic which they are seeking to bring 
into the midst of London. Again, the operations of the Board of 
Works for sewage purposes involves the drawing away of a large 
quantity of water from the Thames; and this will render an 
embankment absolutely necessary, to put the stream into proper 
condition for navigation, while it would do away with those 
hideous and pestiferous mudbanks, which are bad and intolerable 
enough now, but the area of which would be vastly increased when 
the volume of water in the bed of the river was to a great extent 
reduced. In a sanitary point of view this consideration is so 
obvious and so patent that it needs hardly a word to be added in 
order to give efficacy and importance to the argument; but at 
the proper time the medical testimony of men like Dr. Letheby 
will be produced with reference to this point. It may also be 
mentioned that the Board of Conservancy of the Thames are 
not only favourable to this scheme, but are so desirous of seeing 
it carried ont that they have expressed their willingness to devote 
a large portion of the revenue of the reclaimed land to that 
purpose. 

The above remarks are intended only as a prologue to a more 
extended, detailed, and specific examination of this subject which 
it will be our duty to make on future occasions, Only the most 
salient points involved in the question have been glanced at; but 
they are, we think, sufficient to direct public attention to a most 
important subject, and one which we again declare to be more 
imperial than local in its nature and objects. The population 
of London is, by this time, nearer three millions than two 
and a half; but, when to that circumstance is added the 
startling statistical fact that no less than thirty millions 
of persons passed in and out of the metropolis by the various 
railway termini last year, it will be seen at once that, in addition 
to the locomotive requirements of the stationary inhabitants of 
this huge city, street accommodation is needed for this enormous 
migratory population. One thing is clear, that if it can be shown 
as it easily can, that the embankment of the Thames is a necessity, 
the subject will duly take its hold on the public mind, and after 
that there is little to fear with regard to its final accomplishment. 
Sir Jozeph Paxton has succeeded in obtaining a Select Committee 
of the House of Commons to inquire into the subject, and, if 
that body decide that the plan is such a one as ought to be 
realised, there is no doubt that the necessary means will be 
provided.

FRANCE AND SWITZERLAND. 

The Federal Council has issued a fresh circular note demonstrating 
the strategic importance of the neutralised provinces for the main- 
tenance of the neutrality of Switzerland. 

In reply to M. Thouvenel’s attempt to show that it was in favour of 
Sardinia, and not in the interest of Switzerland, that the neutralisa- 
tion of Northern Savoy was sanctioned by the Powers that signed 
the Treaty of Vienns in 1815, M. A. Pietet, the son of the Swiss 
Plenipotentiary at Paris and Geneva in 1814 and 1815, has communi- 
cated to the Journal de Genéve a series of extracts from his uncle's 
diplomatic correspondence, showing that it was the Genevese deputies 
who supported the Project of neutralisation and ultimately gained 
for it the assent of the Congress. 

The Federal Council has received a note from the French Govern- 
ment respecting the maltreatment and insults which had been offered 
to Frenchmen in Switzerland, and requesting that steps should be 
taken for the prevention of the same. The Federal Council has, we 
are informed, directed a rigorous investigation to be instituted upon 
the subject. A despatch from Geneva asserts that official inquiries 
have proved these allegations of France to be absolutely false. 


ITALY. 
NORTHERN AND CENTRAL ITALY. 

King Victor Emmanuel has made an enthusiastic progress through 
Emilia. The Syadics of the Romagna presented addresses to the 
King, adding £200,000 as a voluntary contribution towards the ex- 
penses of the State. The clergy of Bologna also presented an address 
to his Majesty on the 2nd. A splendid ball was given at the theatre 
in honour of the King, who was most renee ge | received. A 
hymn was sung by one hundred of the principal lady inhabitants. 
The hall was crowded. His Majesty arrived on the 4th at Modena, 
and went to the cathedral, where he assisted at the celebration of a 
“Te Deum.” A great se of was assembled, by whom 
the King was heartily cheered. The King returned to Turin on 
Tuesday evening, and was met by the inhabitants, by whom he was 
warmly cheered.

THE INSURRECTION IN SICILY. 

The news from Sicily is still scanty and uncertain, but enough is 
published to indicate the insurgents, fighting in an irregular 
manner, have maintained their ground against the Royal troops. A 
Neapolitan official despatch yesterday week asserted that tranquillity 
had been restored throughout the island ; whereas unofficial accounts 
of the same date affirmed that the insurrection was spreading, and 
that the Neapolitan troops were blockaded in the principal towns, 
of which the i possession. 

A new and important ally to“ the insurgents has appeared on 
the scene in the person of Garibaldi. The semi-official Putrie and 
Pays declare that Garibaldi (having first resigned his = in the 
Sardinian army) sailed for no, Saturday night last. The 
Sardinian Government had seized his arms and ammunition, and had 
likewise caused the port of Genoa to be watched. But he had 
obtained a supply of arms which had not been landed in the Pied- 
montese States, and a vessel had cleared from Genoa for Malta two 
days previously, and had put to sea, He found means to join this 
vessel, which then proceeded to Sicily instead of Malta. The Opinion 
Nationale affirms that Garibaldi's expedition is com of several 
vessels, which will assemble off the island of Cspraja, and will then 
proceed to Sicily. As for the strength of the insurgents whom he

Tae House of Commons by its vote on Tuesday night decreed 
that the paper duty was an unjust and impolitic tax, and wisely 
repealed the burdensome impost. It is true the majority ia 
favour of ita abolition on the third reading of the bill was not so 
triumphant as many sanguine persons were led to expect. But 
few are aware of the strenuous efforts which have been secretly 
made by interested individuals to defeat the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer’s scheme. Only the initiated can comprehend the 
Se ee de) ae ee a 
measure—the intriguing and compromising which have beeo 
going on in order to induce the unscrupulous and indifferent to 
enlist into the Opposition ranks. The clique of monopolista 
who desire to tax the consumer for their own benefit is 
small; but in proportion to the smallness of their numbers has 
been the importtunity with which they have persecuted the inde- 
pendent members of the Legislature, and the cunning with 
which they have endeavoured to corrupt. Notwithstanding, how- 
ever, the active exertions of this selfish cabal the House of 
Commons has boldly vindicated its character, and met the wishes 
of the nation in an honest and liberal manner. The bill for the 
repeal of the paper duty has passed its third reading in the Lower 
Chamber, and has now only to undergo the formality of being 
sanctioned by the Peers of the realm. This, however, is more 
ceremony than a serious matter of business, although some who 
regret that the measure was not lost in the Commons look for- 
ward with a faint and sickly hope to its rejection in the House of 
Lords. We can conceive, however, no possible danger for the bill 
when laid on the Lord Chancellor's table. It is a purely fiscal 
measure, and the Lords will never venture to meddle with the 
financial arrangements of the Chancellor of the Exchequer. Did 
it involve political or social principles the question would be 
different; as it stands, it is only a point of revenue, and on 
subjects of this kind the opinion of the House of Commons is 
wisely considered decisive. 

But there is another danger which still besets the measure, and 
which, if triumphant, would considerably, if not entire'y, nullify 
the benefits the repeal of the duty will obtain for the public. 
Having escaped Scylla it is not impossible the Legislature may fall 
foul of Charybdis, or rather, having struggled out of the quick 
sands and whirlpools of these two deities, ® may yet be allured 
by the song of Circe, Mr, Puller is to ask for a differential

duty of one penny per pound on all paper imported intc England 
from France, Mr. Puller is to be the Circe that would artfully 
allure the House of Commons back to the principles of protection. 
It is, therefore, necessary that the representatives of the people 
should be put upon their guard against the insidious mancouvres of 
this gentleman and his friends. The question now simply is, having 
struck off the fetters of monopoly, are we to reimpose them forthe 
benefit of a class of protectionists! The complaint put forth by 
them is that the trade will be ruined if it is compelled to compete 
with France without being swathed and swaddled in the nursing 
bands of protection. In France, rags are cheaper ; in France 
labour is cheaper. This is the burden of their grievance; 
and these false seers of evil prophesy the ruin of our paper-manu- 
facturers, the destitution of thousands of families, and the deso- 
lation of the paper-mills, the neat, woodbined cottages that 
cluster around them, and the pretty villages that now 
flourish by the brook side, But all this is mere sentimen- 
talism. If in France labour is cheap and rags are cheap, we 
would simply reply, that everybody who has studied the ques- 
tion knows that'there is no trade to be purchased on the other 
side of the Channel, and that in Great Britain machinery and 
enterprise and capital are abundant? We have refused to foster 
the factories of Manchester and Birmingham by import duties on 
foreign calicoes or hardware; but have these centres of industry, 
with the innumerable busy hives which swarm around them, 
been reduced, in consequence, to mouldering and deserted 
ruins! The same energy, the same ingenuity, the same command 
of resources, which enable Birmingham and Manchester to outbid 
the other marts of the world will enable the paper-manu. 
facturers successfully to vie with their competitors on the other side 
of the Channel, both in the quality and the price of their produce, 
At this very moment the English manufacturer of paper meets 
the Frenchman on neutral ground in America and beats him 
fairly in open competition. They will contend henceforth with 
unfettered limbs. The outcry originally was that the impost on 
paper, large as it was, was not the greatest drawback. The 
surveillance of the Board of Excise, the delays and the annoy- 
ances caused by the intrusion of a Government officer, it was pre- 
tended, were a far more serious grievance. From this day, how- 
ever, the paper-manufacturers will be left to themselves; there 
will be no prying individual peeping into their mills to report 
progress and to take the measure of their industry. Their 
ingenuity and activity will be allowed to expand, only to be 
limited by the ambition or greed of the producer. As to the plea 
that it is impossible for us to compete with France, because rags, 
the raw material, are so cheap in that country, the argument has 
been so frequently refuted that we are really ashamed to notice 
it again. Whether rags are cheaper there or not, it is a well- 
known fact that England has annually exported rags in considerable 
quantities, and this is a proof that there can be no dearth of 
material at present in this kingdom. But why are our papsr- 
manufacturers so fascinated by the rags of France! Is there 
no other country in the world where people wear shirts, and 
where, shirts being worn, they becomeold? It is absurd to argue 
in so narrow a circle, when it has been demonstrated repeatedly 
that the world isin itself a market, from every corner of which 
rags may be collected ; and, if foreign ports are closed: against us, 
have we not India, with two hundred and fifty millions of human 
beings, all clad in cotton, at our command, and whence we may 
draw an inexhaustible supply ? 

All statistics prove, however, that of late years the consumption 
of paper has increased weekly, and that, despite this important 
fact, the price is lower, and the material, of one sort and another, 
more abundant than ever. Under any circumstances there can 
be no possible reason why we should revert to the system we 
repudiated “fifteen years ago and tax the nation for the benefit of 
a dozen individuals. We have refused to do this for the agri- 
culturist ; we have even recently discarded the petitions of the 
-distillers, the hop-growers, the weavers, and the corkcutters— 
industries with far greater interests at stake—and shall we now 
go back to a vicious principle and impose a duty on paper for 
the purpose of putting hundreds of thousands annually into the 
pockets of a selfish clique, and but a very few thousand pounds — 
less, in fact, than the income of many country gentlemen—into 
Oe Te But the evil is not confined to the mere pay- 
“ment of & Subsidy to the manufacturers; it is far more serious. 
All the various which the nation has been antici- 
pating by the repeal of the paper duty would be to a great 
-extent forfeited. The duty, it is urged, and justly urged, is 
.a tax upon knowledge. By abolishing it we were to enjoy 
superior means of educating the people, and of diffusing 
useful and information throughout the kingdom. 
A stimulus was to be given to literature, and even to 
the paper trade itself. But the imposition of a penny 
import du uty will act asa blight upon the aspirations of authors 
and the enterprise of publishers, whilst the manufacturers them. 
selves, secure of protection, will fail to throw into their business 
that amount of zeal and talent which competition would have 
compelled them to do. Reviewing, therefore, all the facts of the 
case, we feel certain that the House of Commons cannot prove 
80 false to the grand principles it has for sixteen years maintained 
as to adopt the motion of Mr. Puller. A battle will be fought 
over that question ; but, as the Ministers are pledged to fight it 
out uncompromisingly, we can foresee but one issue to the 
struggle. The House of Commons is bound in honour, remem- 
bering the traditione of the past and the glorious career of 

for this country which free trade inaugurated, to reject 
the obnoxious proposition by a large, nay, an overwhelming, 
majority. The Liberal members have but one course before them, 
and if the amendment be pressed to a division the list will be 
anxiously consulted by every constituency to see whether its 
representative in Parliament upholds the tenets of Free Trade 
or echoes the resuscitated cry of Protection. 
Rrp of the Reform Bill for a month, the House of Commons has 
returned to budget questions —paper and wine have had their turn, 
and Mr. Disraeli has had an opportunity of “ firing away good 
stores” at Mr. Gladstone, whom the former gentleman considers to 
have entirely failed as a financier, and to be not much of a logi- 
cian, though skilful at enshrouding himself in the “glittering robe 











of eloquence.” A discussion raised by Mr. Walter, in consequence 
of a commu nication from Mr. Horsman, afforded Lord Palmerston 
the opportunity of paying the handsomest compliments to gentle- 
men who contribute to the press, and who his Lordship was obliging 
enough to say were, from their talents and information, accept- 
able in the best society in the world. Mr. Disraeli was of about the 
same opinion, and, in reference to press attacks upon himself, said 
that if they were clever he had no objection to a little malignity, 
Mr. Horsman talked the usual nonsense about the “ anonym ous,” as 
if there were any anonymous in journalism beyond the adoption 
of the common form of pluralism for the avoidance of the egotistic 
first person. His absurdity and self-contradictions were suffi- 
ciently rebuked in the House to require no additional comment. 
In the Lords the Prayer-book question was brought on by Lord 
Ebury, but Bishops of all phases came to the rescue, and the mild 
Evangelicism of the Primate, the High-Church vigour of the 
Bishop of Oxford, and the sound, common sense of the Bishop of 
Londen were all arrayed against the astounded ritual reformer. 
All agreed that, as nobody could agree upon alterations, things had 
better remain as they are, and the Prayer-book is to be intact. 

The Sicilian revolution would seem to have begun in earnest. 
General Garibaldi has thrown himself into the cause, and with 
arms and men is working against the existing tyranny. Mazzini 
proclaims that “the hour has struck,” and that the Sicilians 
should fly to arms, and add their country to the united Italy 
under the brave King to whom M. Mazzini now proffers allegiance 
The Sardinian Government makes show of displeasure and 
intercepts some arms, but it is impossible that it will be very 
vigorous in repressive measures, though in the event of Sicily 
freeing herself, and seeking annexation to Sardinia, a new com- 
plication of interests will arise. It will be a question how far 
France and Austria will recognise so large an increase of King 
Victor Emmanuel's power. Meanwhile every one must wish suc- 
cess to those who are seeking to put down the horrible and ignoble 
despotism of the Neapolitan Government. The Pope is stated tobe 
in a bewildered state, and to regard the progress of affairs with a 
hopeless dismay. It is said that his Holiness’s hea lth is very 
unsatisfactory, and that he is compelled to have recourse to 
strychnine and other powerful support. Antonelli is thought to 
have his eye on a throne that may be vacated by abdication. 

Who is to be the American President? The question is 
virtually settled, it is believed; but the news has not, while we 
write, reached us. The next mail will probably bring it. 
Mr. Douglas's friends are not so confident, it would seem, as they 
were ; but his chances were still held fo be better than any one 
else’s. It may be a comfort to know that, although this gentle- 
man—whose sobriquet in the States is the Little Giant—has 
occasionally delivered himself of anti-English sentiments, it is 
believed by his admirers that this was done only for political 
purposes, and that “the Douglas heart is true.” The intended 
marriage between the niece of the present President of America 
and Lord Lyons may, even with a Republic that transfers its 
loyalty every four years, produce a certain amount of good feeling 
in society in the States. 

At home much interest has been excited by the ann ouncement 
of the Royal prizes for rifle-shooting, and there is every reason to 
believe that the Wimbledon muster will be a very remarkable: 
one, As it is in every one’s power to qualify himself for competi- 
tion, there is no reason why “a splendid assortment” of crack 
shots should not appear in the field. The alleged volunteer 
grievance about the rank of the officers not being recognised at 
Court appears to be based on a mistake; such, at least, is a 
Ministerial answer toa demand. It would be most impolitic to 
discourage and annoy the volunteer by any such pedantry as was 
implied in the supposed regulation ; nor can we understand how 
a gentleman who, giving his best zeal and ability to soldiership, 
is elected by his colleagues, also gentlemen, as their officer, with

SIR CHARLES LOCK EASTLAKE, P.R.A. 


CHARLES Lock EASTLAKE was born at Plymouth on the 17th of 
November, 1793. He was the youngest son of Mr. George Eastlake, 
Solicitor to the Admiralty, and Judge Advocate at Plymouth. 
This gentleman was one of the earliest of that patriotic and en- 
lightened band, to which Brougham and Birkbeck have since 
belonged, which espoused the cause of public education ; and was 
the founder of the Public Library at Plymouth. The same feeling 
prompted him to give his sons the best education in his power. 
Charles, accordingly, was sent to the Charterhouse School, but had 
not been there long before the example of his fellow-townsman 
Haydon stimulated him to the adoption of the fine arts as a pro- 
fession, in which he has since occupied so distinguished a ition. 
It was in 1807 that Haydon exhibited his first picture, a “‘ Riposo,” 
the fame of which reached young Eastlake’s ear, and, having then 
not yet attained his fifteenth pe he his father entreating 
to be allowed to leave school and study the art of gee . This 
desire was at once complied with, on condition that should for a 
time continue his classical studies with a private tutor. His industry 
and earnestness in the acquirement of learning showed that his desire 
to become & painter was no pretext for relinquishing school pursuits, 
and enabled him to turn his time at this iaapottant, period of life to 
valuable account. Meanwhile he had made sufficient progress in 
drawing to admit him as a student at the Royal Academy, where he 
attracted the favourable notice of Fuseli, himself a scholar, and who 


worthily filled the offices of Keeper and Professor of Painting in that 
institution.

SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 
Tur remarkable debate and still more remarkable division in the 
House of Commons on the Paper Duty Bill, on Tuesday evening, was 
a palpable evidence of the renewed organisation and adroit leading of 
the Conservatives. Everything betokened the setting of a trap for 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer. In the early part of the evening 
there was the thinnest of Houses, evidenced by an attempt to count 
out, and there was much doubt whether the Paper Duty Bill would 
come on at all. It is probable that the managers of the Opposition 
were aware that there was a dinner party somewhere at which many 
of the Ministers, Mr. Gladstone in@iuded, were to be guests, as was 
observable afterwards to the uninitiated by the appearance of two- 
thirds of the Cabinet in evening costume. Mr. Gladstone had closed 
the debate on the Wine Licenses Bill at a late hour on Tuesday 
morning with a lengthened and vigorous spe ech ; he appeared before 
the Committee on Packet Contracts at midday, and was under ex- 
amination for a long time ; he was in the House at itssitting, and went 
away at half-past seven with a lingering and reluctant air afteran earnest 
consultation with Mr. Brand, the whipper-in;’ and returned at a 
uarter past nine o'clock, having gone through the social duty of 
sitting as long as he could spare at some good man’s feast. Late on 
Monday night, and without public notice, Sir Stafford Northcote 
had put an amendment to the third reading of the Paper Daty Bill on 
the notice-book which was insidiously directed to its destruction. 
At about half-past nine or so, the rest of the business having been 
disposed of, this bill was called on. At this time there were very 
few of the supporters of the Government prom’ but the Opposition 
benches were Potter occupied. While Sir Stafford Northcote was 
speaking the members of that party came in, and by the time he had 
finished they were arrayed in that compact and serried order, filling 
every available seat, which their discipline on due occasions enables 
them to maintain. The Ministerial bench og | b tolerably 
full, but were not packed—far from it—during the whole evening. 
It was now palpable that a covp had been planned for which Ministers 
were not prepared; and the continual flitting in and out of the 
-Government managers of the House, coupled with the assumption by 
Mr. Brand of that ghastly smile which whippers-in in difficulties 
think it necessary to preserve on their countenances, showed that 
there was to be what is called a squeak for it. The tone of the 
debate was dead against the bill, not merely as regarded its actual 
opponents, but its supporters were flurried and clearly unprepared 
for the struggle that was imminent. When, however, Mr. Edward 
Ellice rese, and, with the authority of a Parliamentary Nestor and in 
the voice of a Parliamentary Stentor, thundered out his denunciation 
of the whole principle involved in the remission of the daty, the 
Treasu: y bench was fluttered, and the Bentincks, and Lord Robert 
Cecils, and others of the extreme Conservatives, who, especially in 
the former case, by their gestures, and their sneering laughs, and 
ironical cheers, act as the fuglemen of the Opposition, grew quite 
hilarious. 

At length Mr. Gladstone rose, his countenance sicklied o’er with a 
pallor which was intensified by his white cravat and suit of solemn black, 
and looking worn, wearied, and anxious. He had evidently wound 
= his unstrung nerves and deprgssed physical energies to a desperate 
effort to serve a measure for which it had been whispered that he 
did not truly care; and, certainly, there never was a more gallant 
struggle sgainst a combination of vigorous opposition, half-hearted 
support, and personal weakness and languor than he exhibited.

gimelan, set, or band, of these instruments costs from 1000 to 
1600 dollars (£250 to £400). The principal manufacture of these 
instruments is at Grésik. The gongs, in particular, farnish a valuable 
article of export.

England, Mr. Beatson, the architect, has selected for its de- 
tails the mixed ye commonly known as Elizabethan (of which 
Woolaton Hall, Notts, and Longleat Hall, Wilts, are cele- 
brated specimens) as peculiarly adapted for sound construction 
in wood, of which material, in consequence of the frequent 
occurrence in this Beem of earthquakes, the whole of the 
structure, except the chimneys and roof coverings, is to be 
compass The principal front of the building will face the 
north-east, and will extend 140 feet in length; the north-west front 
will be eighty-two feet in length. The buildings will form two 
sides of an inner court or quadrangle, on the south-west side 
of which will be ranged the domestic offices, and this open = 
will allow for any required future extension of the buildings, both 
on the fourth (south-east) side and in the centre.

INDIAN DWARF. 


Mo#HAMMED Bavx was born at Benares in the year 1839. His nts 
and his brothers and sisters are all rather above the middle height, 
and he when born was not considered a small child ; but it was soon 
discovered that he did not increase in size as other children did, 
although his mental qualities were rather above than below the 
ordinary standard. His father was employed as a sepoy in the East 
India Company's service, and continued so till he was echenned as 
being unfit forduty. For way, barrag it seems, Mohammed was the 
pet of the districts about Calcutta, often being invited by the 
most distinguished native and Bri' residents to their houses, 
where he was always a welcome visitor from his amiable conduct 
and pleasing manners.

IMPROVEMENTS OF THE SERPENTINE. 


Previous to the commencement of the works for the purification of 
the water of the Serpentine by means of filtration there existed at 
the head of the lake a dirty duck-pond of about a foot in depth, into 
which the Ranelagh sewer periodically discharged its contents. This 
now forms the site of the Italian garden, designed in connection 
with the intended filtering basins, and in this garden are being 
placed the fountains and other ornamental works sculptured by Mr. 
John Thomas, by whom many of the most beautiful of the carvings and 
statues of the Houses of Parliament were executed. We present our 
readers with a view of the large fountain now being erected in the 
ceatre of the water-front of the garden. The basin is sixteen feet 
in diameter, and was intended to deliver two million gallons of purified 
water into the Serpentine ‘ry 2 every twenty-four hours in addition 
to the quantity discharged by the jets. This basin is sculptured in 
Portland stone, and bears on its centre a grovp of Tritons affording 
support to a highly-sculptured marble tazza, from which it is intended 
there shall ascend a jet or sheaf of water of considerable nitude 
and many varying forms.

THE HON. ARTILLERY COMPANY OF LONDON 
(VOLUNTEER RIFLE REGIMENT). 

TuIs company, of which the Prince Consort is Captain-General and 
Colonel, has existed for more than two centuries. It exercises by virtue 
of warrants under her Majesty's Royal sign manual, and is maintained 
by its resources without public aid. The officers hold the 
Queen's commission, and first pass through the successive non-com- 
missioned es. The regiment is armed with Enfield rifles, and has 
also an artillery division, with four field-pieces. The present strength 
of the corps is about six hundred. At its head-quarters in Finsbury 
are a drill-ground of seven acres, and a hall for winter drill, club con- 
veniences, classes for fencing and broadsword; and it has a long- 
range at a little distance from town. The Sovereign or heir apparent 
has usually been the Captain-General of this company. ince 
George of Denmark (the husband of Queen Anne), George I. (who 
gave the com £500), George II., and G IV. (when Prince 
of Wales), held command, as did William 1V., succeeded by the 
Duke of Sussex, upon whose death the command was accepted by 
Prince Albert. On the occasion of Royal visits to the City the 
Artillery 1 oe attend as a — of honour to the Sovereign: as 
on Nov. 9, 1837, when Queen Victoria dined in Guildhall; and on 
Oct. 28, 1844, when her Majesty opened the Royal Exchange. 
Another mark of Royal favour, in addition to several others 
received by this company, has just been bestowed upon it. 
The Gazette of yesterday week contained the following announce- 
ment :—** The Queen has been pleased to command that, as the 
‘ Artillery Company of London’ has always been known under 
the title of the ‘ Hon. Artillery Company of London,’ that designa- 
tion shall in future be officially borne by the regiment.” 

A troop of horse artillery is to be attached to this regiment, 
under the command of his Highness the Prince Consort, its 
Captain General, and Lord Colville, its Lieutenant-Colonel. The 
ranks of this troop are being rapidly filled up. Its uniform is 
blue, edged with scarlet and silver, with brown leather belts and 
sable-coloured busbys. The chargers with which every member 
provides himself may vary in height from fifteen hands one inch to 
fifteen hands three inches. The command of this new troop, we are 
informed, has been awarded to Captain Jay, an energetic officer of 
this corps. For many years he has had the company of the rifle 
division of this regiment, even previous to the time of its being armed 
with the Enfield rifle. With the exception that each member will 
have to provide himself with a horse, the expenses will not far exceed 
those of the infantry. The income arising from property belonging 
to the Honourable Artillery Company is not less than £2000 per 
annum, which sum is always applied to the services of the regiment 
and, consequently, its permanency is as secure as its renown. 














DESTRUCTION OF THE LIVERPOOL SAILORS’ HOME 
BY FIRE, AND LOSS OF LIFE. 


EaRLY on the morning of Sunday week the upper portion of the 
Sailors’ Home at Liverpool was found to be on fire. The fire police, 
a corps of men from her ap eg be ship Hastings, and a crowd of 
other persons were soon on spot, but in spite of their efforts the 
building was soon gutted. The four bare walls are now alone 
standing. At the time the fire broke out there were in the building 
about one bun ers and seventeen officials, but only three 
lives were lost. A policeman fell from the top of a high ladder 
which broke under him, and, as he fell some fifty feet, was killed on 
the spot. One of the stewards in the establishment, while engaged 
with some other persons in getting the books out of the bank, was 
jammed under a mass of débris, the lower part of his body bei 
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fearfully crushed: be died in «bout an hour after his removal to the 
Souther Hospital. A third person has subsequently died from the 
severe burns which he received. The local Marine Board occupio i 
offices in the building, which was considered to be almost fireproof,

THE ROYAL ACADEMY EXHIBITION. 
(FIRST NOTICE ) 
After a mature consideration of the contents of the Royal Academy 
Exhibition, just opened, we regret to be obliged to say that it is in 
improvement upon many of recent years, but, on the contrary, is, 
many respects, a falling off from them. In one or two it 
is cashed by considerable changes - some perhaps, would call them 
reforms—upon former ice. In the first place, the uppermost 
line of pictures—‘‘ toppers” or “‘ sky sc ) as they were some- 
times called—bas been discarded, a simple crimson py eed 
in the vacated space. The dismal octagon room, also, so the 
condemned cell of unbefriended genius, is no longer for 
paintings, the walls being bare, with the exception of a few framed 
engravings sparse] displayed. The effect of these innovations 
conjointly is to uce the number of pictures exhibited by about 
259, and wofully to increase the number of the rejected. Now, 
tho disappointment occasioned by this exclusion, and the im- 
verished aspect of the walls resulting from it, would be entirely 
justifiable if the display produced were in a marked degree of 
a superior order to the average run of former years, when the 
works were more numerous. Such, however, is not the case, 
tho works of superior merit and attractiveness contained on the walls 
being certainly fewer than on former occasions, while mere me- 
diocrities are as abundant and as conspicuously displayed as ever. 
There are few, if any, canvases of such striking qualities as to single 
themselves ont in the mind of the visitor as o ee to think about, 
and talk of, and go to see in and again. Landseer has a fine 
picture, remarkable for the ess and variety of material contained 
in it, and the investigation of which detains a small clustre of spec- 
tators throughout the day. Phillip’s “‘ Royal — attracts 
its little throng of gazers, who will always gaze at ty and the 
attendants and paraphernalia of Courts. Miltais’ wonderful white 
satin gown in ‘*‘The Black Brunswickers” has also its admirers 
amongst those versed in the mysteries of white satin ; and O Neil en- 
forces a passing glance by the impctuous appeals of his “ Volunteer 
in the shipwreck scene; and, when we have named these, we have 
namied all that secure anything like marked attention from the 
public. But the combined attractiveness of all these put together 
is not equal to that commanded by the “‘Eastward Ho!” of 1858, 
or even by the “ Back Again” of 1859; nor is ita tithe of that 
enjored by Frith’s “‘ Derby Day.” The exbibition, in short, isa 
Joacant one enough as a whole, but is deficient in salient features to 
Perp' ot ographed on the memory, or, as a musical friend remarked 
metaphorically, but intelligibly enough, ‘‘You don’t go away 
whistling the tunes,” : 

In one class of works we have, indeed, no falling off : the portraits 
are as numerons, as large, as staring, as impetuous in their obtrusive- 
ness as ever. It is no exaggeration to say that they occupy full half 
tho wall space in the rooms, and, being for the most part favoured 
with the best places just above the line, their number and superficial 
area is rendered the more — by the very absence of the 
small fry by which, under the former arrangement, they were 
generallly surmounted.

ture, long struggling against the inro of p — y; a 
length departed bodily from the wide wall space in the south room, 
which is now occupied by architectural and other drawings, leaving 
belund only a few stragglers, by no means choice specimens, to take 
refuge on a low screen in the centre of the room, as relics of an 
obsoiete art. 

Proceeding now to commence our critical survey, we remark, upon 
examining the catalogue, that the members of the Academy are less 
numerously represented than on almost any former occasion. Sir 
Charies Eastlake, Maclise, Mulready, F. W. Pickers zill, E. W. Ward, 
Boxall, and T. F. Lewis are altogether absent; and of those who 
‘‘put in an appearance” the greater number have but a single 
exhibit. The whole numbers of paintings by the academic body is 
a hundred and seven, of which thirty-seven are portraits. 
numerous artiste excluded from the publicity, however obscure and 
unsatisfactorily, to be afforded only by the great national exhibition 
of the year and its catalogue, by the new regulations of the aca- 
demical body, might find in this poor display of industry on their 

art an additional ground of annoyance and complaint; and, point- 
ing to the meagre contributions by members of the establishment, 
they might fairly ask, is it well that men who do so little for art 
themselves should exercise so large and irresponsible a control 
over the labours and prospects of the whole body of artusts of the 
country ? 

Millais’ “‘ The Black Brunswickers” (29) is a composition of two 
figures, intended, we believe, as a companion to his first celebrated 
effort, “ The Huguenots,” and very similar to it in character and 

yurpose. The Black Brunswickers, as is well known, were a devoted 

and, bent on avenging the death of the Duke of Brunswick, their 
master, and pledged neither to give nor receive quarter, in token of 
which they wore a death’s-head on their breast, A young officer of 
this doomed body is about to depart for the field of Waterloo, 

mn his passage is obstructed by a fair damsel, who, with 
downcast eyes, presses him back, whilst with one hand 
behind her she attempts to keep closed the door which be 
is ondeavouring to open. There is a perplexed and half-annoyed 
expression on the face of the young soldier, as if he had just made 
the discovery of a lurking ion for him which he had not sought 
for; and he —— hesitates for the instant how to act. i 
suspense, in which the spectator is meant to participate, is partly 
diverted by the introduction of a little pet dog, tho, standi on its 
hind quarters, seems to beg the young man to remain. The figures, 
as is too frequently the case with Mr. Millais, are not in the best 
drawing, being too long and ill proportioned ; and there is the usual 
want of roundness about them, and of air between them and 
the wall which closes in the background. But the textural treat- 
ment of the various articles of equipment and costume is something 
marvellous: the braided coat is perfect to a stitch, the white satin 
dress is absolutely satitf, and the boot, in which it casts its pale 
refiex, is the very model of highly-polished leather.

TREATY OF PEACE CONCLUDED BY WOLSEY WITH FRANCIS J. OF 
FRANCE IN 1527. 































FRANCIS 1. 


The above Portrait, and the Seal represented at page 444, form an 
interesting memorial of that famous treaty by which “‘a perpetual 
peace” was ‘‘ confirmed eternally” between England and France in 
1527. . They are attached to the French counterpart of the treaty, 
signed by the French King, *‘ Francoys,” preserved in our Record 
Office, and, from their exquisite workmansbip, form an appropriate 
accompaniment to that beautiful manuscript. On the obverse of the 
seal, which is of the purest gold, Francis is represented sitting on his 
throne, under a superb cloth of estate, the curtains of which are 
drawn back and held open by two angels, and two smaller angels are 
assisting to keep them open at the upper part. Two lions arecrouch- 
ing at the feet of Francis, and form the footstools to the throne, 
The whole is surrounded by an inscription on a broad border— 
“ Plurima servantur Foedere, cuncta Fide.” The reverse has three 
fleur-de-lis on a plain shield, inclosed in the collar of the Order of 
St. Michael, exquisitely chased, surmounted by the crown, with the 
style and titles of Francis, ‘‘ Franciscus Primus Dei Gratia Franco- 
rum, Rex Christianissimus,” ou a border similar to the former. 

The miniature of Francis stands at the corner of the first page of 
the manuscript, which is on ten leaves of vellum. It exhibits the 
King in a suit of Milan armour, with a surcoat of black, embroidered 
with gold. At the bottom of the page is the fleur-de-lis, on a shield, 
supported by two angels. The sides are ornamented with birds, 
flowers, and insects, sustaining a motto on each—that of the dexter 
being ‘‘ Nutrisco et extinguo;” that on the sinister, “ Extinguo et 
nutrisco.” 

We shall next week present an Engraving of the seal appended to 
the English confirmation of the treaty, now in the muniments of the 
Hotel Soubise of Paris, and with it some extracts from Wolsey’s 
interesting letter to Henry descriptive of his meeting with the 
French King at Amyas, on the occasion of his embassage to France 
for the purpose of discussing the articles of the peace. 
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*"Prepma pm La VIRGEN, OR PIEDRA DE GUADALUPE. 


Tuts singular stone is situated on the steep side of a rocky hill in 
the immediate vicinity of the Ferreria de Guadalupe, the ironworks 
established by our energetic countryman, Mr. J. F. Hahn, among 
the mountains, about fifty leagues from the city of Mexico, hitherto 
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a-desolate and almost uninhabited region. 1t is not easy to under- 
stand how this stone can have been formed and poised so nicely by 
the hand of nature as to stand firmly on its slender leg, composed of 
numerous pieces, as is shown in the Engraving, at the same time that 
it may be moved easily by a pressure of the hand. It appears as 
though the smallest force must precipitate the stone down the hill, 
or that in the oscillation it must fall back upon you. Yet it has 
withstood the tempests of ages and the shocks of earthquakes, which 
are by no means unfrequent in that region. The stone is much 
venerated by the Indians, and on the day of Santa Maria de Guada- 
lupe is decorated with garlands. It is a limestone formation, and 
was produced most likely by the gradual crumbling or shelling off of 
the material composing the leg. The upper portion or joint, it will 
be observed, is very narrow and flattened. This stone is 94 feet 
high, 3 feet 9 inches broad, and 3 feet 9 inches wide. There are 
many natural curiosities in the vicinity—among others a tall rock 
of magnetic iron, which rises like a pulpit, the attractive force of 
which is very considerable,

BOILER EXPLOSION AND LOSS OF LIFE AT AIRDRIE. 


THE utmost alarm was created in Airdrie, on the 20th ult., by the 
explosion of two boilers at the pit, situated about fifty yards from 
the bx ey belonging to the Summerlee Company. 

men—James Saymers, fireman; William Ramage, oversman ; and 
William Cathcart, residing in Sterling-street—were killed; and 
another, William Millar, engine-man, was much injured. The 
engine-house, the engine-stalk, and the engines were laid in total 
ruin. The report of the explosion was heard miles off, and bricks 
and other débris were thrown to a great distance ail round the scene 
of the explosion. There were three large boilers, two of which 
were completely destroyed. One of them was cut into two nearly 
equal , which were thrown to great distances in opposite direc- 
tions. One portion of it, said to be from three to four tons weight, 
was thrown a distance of about one hundred and fifty yards, over 
a range of two-story buildings, into High-street. The other portion 
of the same boiler, the estimated weight of which was about five or 
six tons, was thrown a distance of more than two hundred yards. 
Its course was clearly traceable, large portions of the earth having 
been scooped out in several places, while in others deep indentations 
were made, until at last it struck a tree measuring upwards of four 
feet in » which was broken in the middle as though it had been 
glass, the under portion riven up by the roots, and the upper portion 
carried with the boiler into the ravine below. The second boiler
